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THIRD DRIEST YEAR IN 103 YEARS 
WILL CUT WATER BY TWO-THIRDS 


SACRAMENTO — The third 


-driest year in 103 years of 


record will cut water deliveries 
from the Central Valley Project’s 
Friant-Kem and Madera canals 
by two-thirds, the Bureau of 
Reclamation says. 

According to Billy E. Martin, 
Bureau. Mid-Pacific Region 
director, only about 550,000 
acre-feet of Class 1 water will be 
available for delivery to 
reclamation customers from the 
Friant division (Millerton lake) 
on the San Joaquin river. 

An average year’s total water 
supply, said Martin, would be 
about 1.6 million acre-feet from 
the upper San Joaquin River 
system. Normal Class 1 water 
deliveries would be 800,000 
acre-feet, with an additional 
100,000 going to such uses as 
water rights, fishery releases, and 
normal system losses. The 
remainder (usually about 
700,000 acre-feet) is identified 
as Class 2 water and delivered on 
a “when, as, and if available” 
basis. 

No Class 2 water will be 
available this year Martin said, 
and only about 69 percent of 
the usual Class 1 supply. 

Estimates of water supply for 
the remainder of the 
March-September irrigating 
season are based on May | snow 


survey data and median rainfall 
for the remainder of the water 
year. 

Burke Giles, project 
superintendent, Fresno office 
(CVP), warned water district 
Officials the water supply could 
be even less, if median level 
precipitation does not occur 
during the remaining months of 
the water year. 

Giles said 26 districts receive 
irrigation, municipal, and 
industrial water from the two 
canals. Stretching from near 
Madera south to near 
Bakersfield, and including Tulare 
county, the canals serve about 
991,000 acres of land. 

Water users in the Friant 
division service area are expected 
to rely heavily this year on 
ground water stored in earlier 
abundant water years. Giles said 
this “conjunctive” (surface and 
ground water) operation is 
normal, although energy use and 
pumping costs for the farmer 
this year will be the heaviest 
since the Friant division started 
operation in 1950. 

Water from Central Valley 
Project’s northern facilities 
cannot be transferred into the 
East San Joaquin valley to 
alleviate the situation. Giles said 
the necessary conveyance 
facilities do not exist. 


Gas Engines ‘Unhitch’ Horses, 
But Pioneers Still In Harness

PORTERVILLE — The 
gasoline engine and its 
application to self-propelled 
devices such as tractors, trucks, 
and autos, has “unhitched” the 
horse. 

This isn’t to say that there 
aren’t a lot of horses around and 
a lot of people to ride them. 
Rather, it indicates there aren’t 
too many horses that have been 
trained to pull like they used to - 
and there are even fewer people 
who know how to handle them 
in such a situation. 

As the gas engine was adapted 
to a wide variety of pulling and 
transportation modes, 
horsedrawn equipment was left 
sitting in barnyards to rot or rust 
away. Harnesses were hung in 
barns where they dried and 
literally fell apart from lack of 
use or attention. 

The unhitched horses were 
turned out to pasture or changed 
to recreational riding stock. It’s 
too bad, but it’s progress! 
However, there are a few persons 
left who remember the “horse 
and buggy” days and the now 
near forgotten art of harness 
making or repairing, harnessing 
horses correctly, and how to 
drive them properly. 

In fact, K.T. Bebb, 1907 West 
Linda Vista, and his wife, Lena, 
are still involved in such pursuits 
even at the ages of 75 and 69 
respectively. They still make 
harnesses of all sizes, fancy or 
plain, and they still rebuild small 
wagons and other items of 
horsedrawn equipment in a 
semi-retired situation. 

The couple, who will 
celebrate their 52nd wedding 
anniversary in December, are 
pioneer residents of the local 
area having lived here since 1924 


and at their present home since’ 


1931. © 
K.T. or “Ted,” as his wife 
calls him, was born in Missouri 


and came to the Reedley area in 
1906. Mrs. Bebb was born in 
Indiana and came to Reedley 
when she was 12. There the 
couple met and later married. 

In those days, K.T. explained, 
most transportation and work 
on farms. and ranches was 
accomplished by teams of mules 
or horses. He always worked 
with the teams, harnesses, and 
horsedrawn equipment. He 
recalls a later two year stint in 
Oregon where he broke teams 
for farm and timber hauling 
work. 

He came by his harness 
making talents during his early 
youth. “I used to get up at 4 
o’clock in the morning and have 
the teams harnessed and ready 
to go to the field by about 
daylight,” he said. “Then the 
rest of the time I’d mend and 
take care of harnesses and 
wagons and other equipment, go 
to school and then unharness 
and care for the teams after the 
drivers brought them home in 
the evening,”’ he explained. 

Bebb thought the teamster 
life was really exciting - and still 
does. His eyes sparkle when he 
tells of the time he and his 
brother were hauling a load of 


“cream from a dairy to a town 


near Reedley and his brother 
spotted a coyote in a nearby 
field. 

K.T. held the horses and 
watched as his brother took a 
rifle and went after the coyote. 
One shot and the coyote went 
down. 

“My brother proudly went 
over. to collect the coyote to 
bring it back to the wagon and 
show me what a shot he had 
made. But as he came out of the 
field dragging the dead coyote, 
that team took one look, got a 
whiff of the carcass, and went 
straight up,” Bebb laughed. 

“When they came down, they 
were in a dead run,” he

It followed that the Bebbs, 
who loved children, then began 
to develop children’s rides and 
their ranch became a center for 
small wagons, surreys, buggies, 
carts and other miniature pony 
drawn equipment as well as 
special “carnival” type rides 
which Bebbs operated, along 
with his pony rides, around the 
local area. 

Much of his equipment, he 
and his wife built themselves, 
and it was a welcome part of 
many grand openings, fairs and 
other community events around 
the area. 

Bebbs also began to dabble in 
cross breeding Shetland ponies 
with Jackasses and came up with 
miniature mules which he also 
began using in pony pulls at fairs 
and other competitions. 

Bebbs said he has broken 
many big teams of both horses 
and mules, but the little fellows 
were much smarter and learned a 
lot quicker, he bragged. 

He also originated the 
entertaining pony and miniature 
mule chariot races that covered 
the fair program circuit 
throughout the state for several 
years. And with his miniature 
mule offspring, he was working 
on a 20-mule team outfit when 
his health began to fail and the 
realization came that he was 
going to have to give up full-time 
work.

VISALIA — Tulare county 
homeowners can now take 
advantage of a Southern 
California Gas Co. attic 
insulation program that can 
reduce by as much as 20 per 
cent the amount of ene 
needed to heat or cool the 
average home.
